Austin 
teaches that the claimed AR film is applied on the front surface of a display screen. A display screen may utilize different kinds of light 
sources. One type of light source is an EL device utilizing organic material. Furugori discloses such EL device. The fact that the EL 
device itself includes a light absorption layer does not preclude a display device including the EL device as a light source and an AR 
coating on the screen, as taught by the combined teachings of Austin and Furugori. In fact, the disclosure itself teaches that the EL 
device may be used as a supplemental light source in a monitor ([0104]) .
